EBOLA RESPONSE 

O’HARE STARTS SCANS OF TRAVELERS FROM W. AFRICA; HOSPITALS ON ALERT

Chicago joined other major cities across the 
country Thursday in ramping up safeguards 
against Ebola, including health screenings 
for some international airline passengers and 
determining which hospital might treat any 
potential patients. 

Starting Thursday passengers arriving at 
O’Hare Airport from Liberia, Sierra Leone 
and Guinea in West Africa were subject to 
screenings that involved taking their tem- 
peratures, according to officials with the Cen- 
ters for Disease Control and Prevention in 
Atlanta. 

O’Hare was among five U.S. airports check- 
ing the passengers for fever and requiring 
them to complete a questionnaire about their 
recent travel and health conditions. There 
were no immediate reports of people landing 
at O’Hare from the three West African coun- 
tries where the Ebola outbreak is widespread, 
officials said. 

The Chicago Department of Public Health 


said there are no reported or confirmed cases 
of Ebola in Chicago, but the screenings are 
being conducted as a precaution because Eb- 
ola is spreading in West Africa. 

About 150 people a day arrive in the U.S. 
from those countries, most of them landing 
on the East Coast, officials said. 

There are no direct flights to O’Hare from 
Liberia, Sierra Leone or Guinea. People ar- 
riving from those countries would be subject 
to the enhanced screening, which also began 
Thursday, at Atlanta’s Hartsfield-Jackson, 
Newark, New Jersey’s Liberty International 
and the Washington region’s Dulles Interna- 
tional airports. 

If any of those passengers continued on 
to Chicago, a secondary screening would be 
done, officials said. 

If travelers show no symptoms, they will 
be sent on their way— but not before leaving 
their contact information for possible follow- 
up. 

If they have a fever, they would be referred 


for additional screening, with the possibility 
of being sent by ambulance to a nearby hospi- 
tal for further evaluation, officials said. A posi- 
tive Ebola test would trigger a system of alerts 
to state, federal and local officials. 

The CDC is exploring an option to desig- 
nate a hospital in Chicago as the main treat- 
ment and resource center for possible Ebola 
patients, according to hospital officials. 

Rush University Medical Center and the 
University of Chicago are two of several local 
hospitals the CDC is considering, according 
to hospital spokespersons. 

Several calls to the Illinois Department of 
Public Health weren’t returned. 

But last week. Dr. LaMar Hasbrouck, di- 
rector of the Department of Public Health, 
said Rush Medical Center would be a “stand- 
by hospital” for any Ebola patients. 

Hasbrouck also mentioned Presence Res- 
urrection Medical Center near O’Hare as 
another the hospital working with the CDC.

Wicker parking iot? 


CTA’s $492 million Blue 
Line project will bring 
upgrades, headaches

Step aside, Shia LaBeouf and Lindsay Lohan. 
The CTABlue Line has been stealing the spot- 
light for some odd incidents lately 

The line has generated some eyebrow-raising 
headlines, from a man charged with opening 
fire— with an assault rifle— at a train in the La- 
Salle Street station to a train that derailed at the 
O’Hare stop and climbed an escalator in March 
to a ghost train colliding with an another train 


carrying riders last fall. No one was injured in 
the shooting, but injuries were reported in the 
derailment as well as the collision. 

But finally there’s some good news for the 
CTAs second-most popular rail line (the Red 
Line is the first). The CTA is spending $492 
million to rid the O’Hare branch of the Blue 
Line of slow zones and upgrade 13 North Side 
Blue Line stations. 

The four-year venture will mean faster com- 
mutes and cosmetic fixes such as better floors 
and brighter lights at some Blue Line stations, 
but it’s not a complete transformation and has 
brought rider headaches with closures and re- 


routes. 

The project focus now is on the Damen stop 
in Wicker Park and Western stop in Logan 
Square. The California stop in Logan Square 
reopened Thursday after six weeks of platform 
and stationhouse repairs while the Damen 
stop, which sees nearly 7,000 station entries on 
an average weekday is slated to close Monday 
until Dec. 22 for similar fixes. 

In this project, neither California nor Da- 
men will get elevators to make them accessible 
for riders with disabilities. The CTA says its 
goal is to have all stations accessible with eleva- 
tors but the aim of this project is to extend the 


life of the station. Logan Square’s Western stop, 
which already has elevator access, is remaining 
open during station work, which has already 
started. 

Some Blue Line riders and neighboring busi- 
nesses say they appreciate the improvements 
but have grown weary of continuous years-long 
fixes to the line. The most recent Blue Line 
work caused partial track shutdown and mul- 
tiweek station closures that have forced some 
riders to change their routes and some busi- 
nesses to come up with a way to make up for 
the loss of foot traffic— especially around the 
holidays. 
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Tim Lydon, 38, said his commute has been 
15 to 25 minutes longer than usual since the 
CTA shuttered the California stop in early 
September. 

During the closure, Lydon walked, hiked 
or hopped a bus from his Logan Square home 
to the nearby Logan Square Blue Line stop 
to catch the train to Rosemont. He said he is 
glad he now can use the California stop, which 
typically sees about 5,000 riders on an average 
weekday 

“From the exterior, I really like how they 
brought back the old-school light fixtures {like 
the ones at Damen] and made the stop cer- 
tainly much brighter,” Lydon told RedEye. “I 
was hoping the CTA would’ve gotten creative 
with installing something for those with dis- 
abilities.” 

The Blue Line project is not the same type 
of massive overhaul that occurred on the 
southern end of the Red Line last year. Slow 
zones have been removed, but the Blue Line 
will not be a new railroad like the South Side 
received in the five-month Red Line project. 
The 45-minute commute between O’Hare 
and downtown is expected to be as much as 
10 minutes faster once track work is complet- 
ed. Elevator access will be implemented only 
at one Blue Line station, the Addison stop in 
Avondale. 

The California and Damen stations, which 
both opened in 1895, were targeted to undergo 
structural and platform repairs and get a paint 
job as well as new lighting, signage and bike 
racks. The fixes are meant to add years onto 
the station’s life, CTA Chief Infrastructure 
Officer Chris Bushell said Wednesday 


The CTA will not provide shuttle buses dur- 
ing Damen work, just as it did not for Califor- 
nia work, but will implement extra bus service. 
Blue Line trains will bypass the Damen station 
for two months but wiU stop at neighboring 
stations. 

There also wiU be overnight street closures 
on Damen and North avenues near the Damen 
tracks that will affect car, bus and taxi traffic. 

This may make the complicated intersec- 
tion of Milwaukee, North and Damen avenues 
near the Damen stop even more problematic. 
The Blue Line, which parallels the Kennedy 
Expressway has long been seen as an alterna- 
tive to the stop-and-go expressway traffic, es- 
pecially since the line provides direct access to 
O’Hare Airport. 

David Gariano said he uses the Damen stop 
daily to take the Blue Line to the Clark/Lake 
stop to go to his gym in the Loop. He plans to 


take the No. 56 -Milwaukee bus, which paral- 
lels the Blue Line, south to the Division stop 
in Wicker Park to pick up the Blue Line during 
the Damen closure. 

“I think that {the CTAs] timing could have 
been better. Who would start a project at the 
beginning of winter?” Gariano told RedEye. 
“It’s a lot less stressful waiting for a bus when 
it’s 60 to 70 {rather} than 20 to 30 degrees.” 

CTA spokesman Brian Steele said the Da- 
men work is beginning as early as feasible, and 
the CTA completed prep work in September 
to keep the closure time as short as possible. 

In the spring and summer, the agency per- 
formed track work over 10 separate weekends, 
which required multiple stations to close. 
Shuttle buses were provided to replace the af- 
fected sections of the Blue Line. 

About 7 percent of the O’Hare branch of 
the Blue Line is under slow zone, where trains 


travel 35 miles per hour or slower because of 
track condition or age, according to CTA slow 
zone data current as of August. Track work 
continued into September. 

Before work began this year, trains moved 
slowly on about 21 percent of the O’Hare 
branch. The percentages of slow zones have 
yo-yoed since Blue Line track underwent an 
upgrade from 2007-08. 

Despite slow train travel, which can seem 
like a car stuck in Kennedy rush hour traffic, 
ridership has soared on the Blue Line on the 
Northwest Side. 

The O’Hare branch has seen a 30 percent 
increase in ridership over the past five years. 
There were nearly 13 million entries this year 
on the O’Hare branch through June, the most 
recent CTA ridership data available. 

Scott Starbuck, founder and CEO of City 
Soles, a European shoe store near the Damen 
stop, estimates 10 to 20 percent of the foot 
traffic to his store comes from the Blue Line. 

Starbuck said he wished the CTA would 
have waited to work on the Damen stop un- 
til after the holidays. He said the closure will 
impact him but he’s not sure how much. He is 
hoping for a mild winter so customers choose 
alternate methods such as biking and walking 
to get to the store. 

He said any station improvements are wel- 
come but was surprised to hear the station 
would not be receiving elevator access. 

“I would hope we would come out with a 
shiny new contemporary stop. If they’re just 
patching it up, that’s not that fun,” Starbuck 
said.

Forest Park branch also could see revamp 


12 more Blue Line stations to get upgrades

Much attention has been paid to the 
O’Hare branch of the Blue Line and its 
$492 million upgrade. But the other side of 
the Blue Line — the Forest Park branch— 
could be in line to see a major renovation 
too. 

Earlier this year, the CTA completed 
a study of the Forest Park branch of the 
Blue Line, which runs west of the Loop and 
parallels the Eisenhower Expressway The 
CTA found all 12 stations, from the stop in 
suburban Forest Park to the Clinton stop 
on the Near West Side, need makeovers 
and track conditions require improvement. 

There is no pricetag for the project or 
timeline, except the agency is waiting for 
the Illinois Department of Transporta- 
tion to complete its environmental assess- 
ment of proposed work to the neighboring 
Eisenhower Expressway This study should 
be ready in the spring of next year. 

“We need to do the work in a coordinat- 
ed way,” CTA spokeswoman Tammy Chase 


said. “If {IDOT is] rebuilding {expressway} 
bridges, we should be working on our sta- 
tions.” 

Chase stressed the CTA is in the very 
early stages of proposing change to the For- 
est Park branch, which hasn’t seen mod- 
ernization since it was built in the 1950s. 
About 30,000 riders enter the turnstiles on 
the Forest Park branch on a typical week- 
day 

Devin Torkelsen, a Loop resident who 
travels between the Jackson Blue Line stop 
in the Loop and the Western Blue Line 
stop on the Near West Side, welcomes 
the change. About 28 percent of the For- 
est Park branch is under slow zone, where 
trains run at 35 miles per hour or slower be- 
cause of track condition or age. 

“The train is always slow. Ten- to 15-min- 
ute wait {for} trains during prime hours,” 
said Torkelsen, 21. “The Blue Line is always 
overcrowded due to that, and having slow 
trains only adds to the level of irritation.”

Eye rounds up the upcoming work on the 
Blue Line O’Hare branch and connecting 
subway The $492 million project is in its 
first of four years. 

» The Damen stop in Wicker Park will 
close Monday for two months for station 
entrance repairs that include replacing the 
wood floor with granite and removing con- 
cession space to give riders more room. The 
platform will get new furniture and a new 
wood deck. The bike storage room will see 
lighting, flooring and ceiling improvements. 

» Work has already started on the West- 
ern stop in Logan Square, which will get 
new bike racks, better lighting and new 
paint on the stairs to the secondary en- 
trance and exit. 

»The Grand, Chicago and Division stops 
in West Town will get new escalators, doors, 
furniture and lights. The stations also will 


see improvements to the floors, walls and 
ceilings. 

» The Logan Square stop will see eleva- 
tor improvements and secondary entrance 
upgrades. 

» The Addison stop in Avondale wiU get a 
new elevator to make it accessible for riders 
with disabilities. There also will be concrete 
platform repairs. 

» The Jefferson Park stop will get a new 
canopy and lights at its bus turnaround area. 
The escalator and stairs will be replaced. 
There will be new lights in the station en- 
tryway and on the platform. 

»The Irving Park stop, Montrose stop in 
Irving Park, Harlem stop in Norwood Park 
and Cumberland stop near the O’Hare Air- 
port will see platform fixes and improved 
lighting. 

»The California stop reopened Thursday 
and received granite floors in the station en- 
trance, new bike racks, better signs and new 
wood deck on the platform.

Red vs. Dead” co-stars Jocelyn DeBoer and 
Ingrid Haas press their heads together and 
grin. It’s the sort of bond that can be forged 
only while fighting Nazi zombies in Iceland. 

DeBoer (a Barrington native and 2007 grad 
of the University of Illinois at Urbana-Cham- 
paign) and Haas (“Key and Peek,” “The 
League”), join forces with Martin Starr to 
comprise the Zombie Squad in the English- 
language sequel to 2009’s cult hit “Dead 
Snow.” They sat down to chat the day after 
the film’s premiere at Sundance 2014.

When you were younger did you have action 
hero fantasies to be in a movie iike this? 
Ingrid Haas: I personally never thought 
about it. I always wanted to be a serious 
actor. Things changed over time. But action 
hero was never one of them; I’ve never been 
very sporty My family likes to tell a story that 
I was on a soccer team once, and I was always 
caught picking dandelions. 


During the game? 

IHiTeah, I was an artist through and through. 

I feel like that’s a great way to get a ball 
kicked in your face. 

Jocelyn DeBoer: That’s so classic of little girls 
in soccer, though, like doing cartwheels on 
the defensive side. 

Is that something you did, Jocelyn? 

JDB:No,I was a very competitive girl in 
sports. 

IH: When we were stunt training, I was like, 
“This is amazing; I never thought this was 
going to be in my cards at all.” 

What was the most surreal moment of that 
training? 

JDB:Oh my God. We just had so much fun 
doing it, and it was scary 
IH: I think one of mine was when we were 
actually doing it and all the zombies were sur- 
rounding her and I, and it was this bonding 
moment of we were supposed to be very 
scared. ‘Are we going to live? Are we going to 
die?” I was terrified because these zombies 
are so scary looking. And they were just com- 
ing at us, and we didn’t know when they were 
going to stop. I was like, “{Shrieks.}” 

JDB: I’ve always been one of those people 
who in the haunted houses, the thing that 
scares me most is thinking that maybe the 
guy with the fake chainsaw put a chain on 
and he’s like real. I trusted our production 
team and everything like that, but it is scary 
to have 40 men, and some of them with real 
weapons, coming at you, and I was just truly 


terrified. And I think my overactive imagina- 
tion was like, “He could just swing.” 

IH: It’s a cool thing about acting, really that 
you’re able to play with the dynamic of fear 
versus feeling safe. You know that nothing’s 
going to happen, but having people coming 
at you it makes that acting easier. 

Now that you’ve been in this movie, how 
well would you do if the situation comes up 
in real life? 

IH:We ’re in talks to be the next Superman 
and Batman. 

JDB: Yeah, so we’re going to go out and pro- 
tect mankind. [Laughs.] 

IH:Yeah, we’re America’s next superheroes. 

Should we call Ben Affleck and tell him? 

JDB: [Laughs.] 

IH: ^ah, move over. 

JDB: That’s so funny I do feel like after 
throwing a bunch of kicks and stuff like that, 
maybe [I’m] a little more confident walking 
down the street. 

IH: Totally 

There was a lot of hooting and hollering in 
the theater last night, which was awesome. 
What’s a movie that you saw at any point in 
your life that made you hoot and holler? 

IH: Wow, that’s a great question. I don’t know 
about my life, but we’ve seen a lot of films at 
this festival. “Finding Fela” and “We Are [the] 
Giant,” and it wasn’t exactly hooting and 
hollering but they were two films that were 
super-inspirational. They’re documentaries. 
JDB: Yeah. They hit us so hard emotionally 


I lived in Times Square in New Y)rk for the 
past few years, and I would always go to the 
midnight movies. Often by myself But it was 
just a packed house and it was so fun. In par- 
ticular I remember seeing “Ted,” which is just 
a funny movie, but the crowd was losing their 
mind.

IH:This summer actually— I live in L.A. and 
there’s these cemetery screenings and I love 
going to them because it’s in Forever— 

JDB: Hollywood Forever— 

IH: Hollywood Forever. You have a picnic, 
and this summer I organized a girls’ night to 
watch “Clueless,” and we were all reciting all 
the lines and it was amazing. 

Did you have any strange experiences when 
you told friends you were part of this movie 
and saying, “Guess what, the next thing I’m 
doing is I’m part of the zombie squad, killing 
Nazi zombies.” 

JDB: My friends were losing their minds. 
[Laughs.] 

IH: Yeah, everyone was super-excited, espe- 
cially because we were going to Iceland. They 
were like, “What?!” I sent some friends pic- 
tures of us going through bombs. Everyone 
was just like, “Oh my gosh; I couldn’t believe 
it.” Everyone’s super-excited and proud. 

JDB: We couldn’t believe it. Every day we 
would look at each other and be like, “Oh my 
gosh, what are we doing?” 

IH: Right before the movie premiere we both 
started jumping on the bed. We were like, 
“It’s happening! We get to see the movie.” 
JDB: [Laughs.] We really were.

Martin Starr underplays his heroism in “Dead 
Snow 2: Red vs. Dead,” saying during an inter- 
view with RedEye at the 2014 Sundance Film 
Festival that he’s “not an action hero in any 
traditional sense.”

When you were a kid, playing and messing 
around, did you have fantasies that could 
even be related— I mean, I assume most kids 
don’t think about kiiiing Nazi zombies. 

All the time, I used to. But I was always the Nazi 


zombie in my fantasies. 

Ah. You were the one attacking. 

I was trying to get people to die on my hands. 
You mean in general did I have daydreams of 
action movie grandeur? 

Yeah, or being invested in that fantasy world 
that way. 

Not really. I loved “True Lies,” but that doesn’t 
count as having a fantasy about being an ac- 
tion hero.

I really appreciate and respect how open 
you’ve been about simply wanting to work 
with people you like and projects you can 
believe in. I just watched the “Party Down” 
episode where you want to watch the orgy 
and they won’t let you. Go with me on this: 
Has there ever been a time in your career 
that because of having those priorities that 
you felt like you’re on the outside of this 
orgy happening in Hollywood where people 
don’t think about it that way? 

[Laughs.] No, I feel like I’m a part of the orgy. To 
be able to work with such great people, I was 
fortunate to find a group of people on “Dead 
Snow,” but to continue finding new people that 
are like-minded in different countries and dif- 
ferent places and different genres of television 
and movies, it’s a dream. I’m living a wonderful, 
wonderful dream.

“The Best of Me” 
comes from a 
Nicholas Sparks 
novel, so let’s break 
out the checklist. 

» Bad boy from 
humble roots who 
falls for girl of larger means 

» Girl’s dad who tries to get boy to leave his 
daughter alone 

» Multiple scenes of shirtless gardening 
» Kissing in the rain 
» Guy asking, ‘Are you sure about this?” 
before sex 

» Southern setting almost completely 
devoid of non-white faces 

» Transparently objectionable romantic foe 
» Abuse of some kind 
» At least one and possibly more 
predictable disasters 

Maybe not every one of those details 
appears in all Sparks adaptations (“The 
Notebook,” “Safe Haven,” “The Lucky One,” 
more), but at this point the mediocrity and 
uninspired storytelling all melds together.

Monaghan) and Dawson (James Marsden) 
kiss under a big tree in “The Best of Me,” I 
feel like I recognize that tree.

The Louisiana-set story alternates 
between the glacially-paced, present-day 
reunion and 1992, when Amanda and 
Dawson’s relationship was as exciting and 
fresh as the Toad the Wet Sprocket on the 
radio. (Bonus for fans of music from this 
era: Spin Doctors and Gin Blossoms also get 
time in the movie.) The younger versions are 
played by 19 -year-old Liana Liberato (“If I 
Stay”) and 25-year-old Luke Bracey (“Monte 
Carlo”), who looks like Joseph Gordon- 
Levitt birthed a son fathered by Chris Pratt. 
Dawson tells Amanda that she’ll get hurt if 
she hangs around him (because his family is 
cartoonishly shady; he’s not a vampire), but 
she won’t have it. These two are meant for 
each other, until something tears them apart. 

Lor what it’s worth, director Michael 
Hoffman (“One Line Day”) conjures a love 
that, as these things go in movies like this, 
could last a lifetime. He also summons 
unintentional laughs (as the characters 
separately gaze at stars, I could only think of 
Lievel Mousekewitz) and a lazy manipulative 
movie whose indifference is reflected in the 
numerous times we hear people speaking 
out of sync with their mouths. It’s both 
bad editing and bad ADR (automated 
dialogue replacement), which only sounds 
overly technical until you realize the 
characters suddenly are communicating like 
ventriloquists.

A man appears on 
the horizon on a 
horse.

eight weeks and whose toughest skill is typ- 
ing 60 words per minute. Clearly, the guy’s in- 
experience is going to get his new colleagues 
in trouble. Don takes this seriously, and soon 
an innocence is shattered. 

What might have been an ordinary 
story of a veteran, a newbie and their fellow 
soldiers of varying eccentricity registers 
as something deeper and more morally 
complex. Even at 134 minutes, “Fury” feels 
tight, present. It lives in the moment while 
telling a story about a situation that must be 
embraced or you’re dead. The ensemble is 
exactly right, reflecting camaraderie as well 
as personality differences that sometimes 
put them at odds. But there’s no forced 
conversation about where they’re from or 
the first thing they’re going to do when they 
get home. Ayer avoids the cliche and doesn’t 
overwrite. The barrage of bullets feels au- 
thentic to the mayhem taking place.

stuff like “Bad Teacher” and “Bad Words” and 
hopes that the rare Bill Murray lead role will 
be enough to compensate for pure, calculated 
formula. It’s not. 

Vincent (Murray), of course, is a boozy 
Brooklyn jerk who plays the ponies and 
has overdrawn his bank account by $ii2. 
(Naturally, there’s a heartwarming reason 
included as a plot twist to justify his state of 
mind and finances, but it’s a cheap gimmick 
rather than a deeper exploration of his 
character.)

Would you 
believe that the schlub finds redemption 
in the pre-teen and teaches him things like 
gambling and how to beat up a bully?

while letting him off the hook for his 
misdeeds. This isn’t because “St. Vincent” is 
an endearing story of forgiveness but because 
it’s poorly conceived. Naomi Watts plays a 
pregnant Russian stripper/prostitute, and 
Terrence Howard is one of several people to 
whom Vincent owes money Not one of these 
interactions feels credible, though Chris 
O’Dowd, as Oliver’s teacher in Catholic 
school earns some laughs, such as when he 
says, “I don’t know” is the fastest-growing 
religion in the world. 

It’s obviously a treat to see Murray balance 
between obnoxious and gruffly likable and 
McCarthy taking on a lower-key role than 
usual. Still, this all goes somewhere gooey 
that only makes the previous rough edges 
sticky, with a finale that’s bitten from a late 
’90s ABC sitcom. Some movies take stock 
situations and characters and bring them to 
a place that feels, if not new, at least like a 
worthy rerun, or a good karaoke performance 
of a song you’re not sick of yet. “St. Vincent” 
is a series of inevitabilities peppered with 
sporadic amusement, which might have been 
a resonant message about life if it seemed 
like Melfi was going for something more than 
cheap and crowd-pleasing.

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More truth than expected 



Anyone who saw the 
trailer for “The Good 
Lie” and learned 
that it came from 
a producer of “The 
Blind Side”— which 
pushed aside its non- 
white, real-life main 
character Michael Oher to focus on his white 
savior, played by an absurdly Oscar-winning 
Sandra Bullock— had to be worried. Would 
“Lie” center on Carrie (Reese Witherspoon), 
the white Missouri woman helping Sudanese 
refugees get jobs, or would the film, you 
know, treat its main characters like main 
characters? 

What a relief, then, that the film inverts 
the balance of its inferior producerial (that’s a 
word, right?) cousin. 

The Sudanese characters are the leads. 
Witherspoon and Corey Stoll, as Carrie’s boss, 
have supporting roles, and director Philippe 
Falardeau and first-time feature writer Marga- 
ret Nagle (“Boardwalk Empire”) don’t concern 
themselves with much about those lesser char- 
acters’ lives. This is not a movie about Carrie

being hopelessly single and eventually getting 
together with her boss. 

“The Good Lie” is about both the massive 
life change that came from thousands of Su- 
danese refugees relocating to the U.S. in 2000 
and that coming to America is not automati- 
cally a simple, happy easy adjustment. 

Jeremiah (Ger Duany of “I Heart Hucka- 
bees”) can’t believe a grocery store prefers to 
throw away food that could be given to those 
in need. Mamere (Arnold Oceng) carries with 
him guilt over the brother who likely sacrificed 
himself to save the other kids walking hun- 
dreds of miles after the murder of their parents 
and destruction of their village. 

And Paul (Emmanuel Jal, like Duany a real- 
life Sudanese refugee and former child soldier) 
grows resentful of his role on an assembly line, 
declaring, “In America, we are nothing.” 

Not that the film— which also showcases 
the effects of frustrating bureaucracy and 


post-9/11 fear— is all hard-hitting. There are 
expected, light moments presenting the 
Sudanese men as fish out of water. “Excuse me, 
what is that?” Paul asks, pointing to the Mc- 
Donald’s arches. The trio also wonders if Jack 
(Stoll) owns lions and think a ringing phone is 
an alarm. 

^t an extended flashback usefiiUy informs 
about the mid-’8os Sudanese Civil War. And 
even though a scene in which a Waffle House 


manager struggles to process Jeremiah saying 
he came to the U.S. because his parents were 
killed and his sister was made a slave, it’s one of 
several moments that capture how fortunate 
Westerners struggle to comprehend less- 
developed areas of the planet. Paul’s colleagues 
at first don’t believe the marks on his arm 
came from defending his brother from a lion, 
but scars don’t need believers to be real and 
permanent.

“Are you a witness or something?” a woman 
asks when Darius Clark Monroe comes 
to her door, asking to speak with a man 
who was a customer at a Houston-area 
bank robbed years ago. Replies Monroe: 

In fact, he was one of 
the robbers, and he’s apologizing door-to- 
door as part of “Evolution of a Criminal,” a 
documentary exploring why the robbery 
took place and the impact it had on those 
involved. Monroe, who after serving three 
years in jail eventually went to film school at 
NYU, interviews family members, accom- 
plices, a bank customer present during the 
robbery, the former assistant district attor- 
ney and more, and at no point does the film 
seem like it’s glossing over anything.

This visionary 
sci-fi thriller 
is set on an 
enormous 
train, carry- 
ing what’s left 
of human- 
kind, includ- 
ing a revolutionary (played by 
Chris Evans) who plans to lead 
his impoverished class from the 
caboose to the engine. Director 
Bong Joon-ho and his co-screen- 
writer Kelly Masterson (loosely 
adapting the French graphic novel 
“Le Transperceneige”) take the 
story one train car at a time, just 
like the hero, gradually opening 
the movie up from cramped, cha- 
otic darkness to something bigger 
and more complex. From scene 
to scene, “Snowpiercer” is a wild 
ride, balancing brilliantly choreo- 
graphed action sequences and 
eccentric humor (the latter carried 
mostly by a heavily made-up Tilda 
Swinton).

You are what you play 


The only appropriate 
way to begin a review 
of the affectionate 
documentary “Keep 
On Keepin’ On” is by 
screaming about the 
R rating. Can I swear 
here? Can I? I mean, 

for {bleep’s} sake. 

The majority of the film features nearly 
90 -year-old jazz legend Clark Terry (who is 
now 93), who has lost most of his vision but 
not his spirit, teaching 20 -something blind 
pianist-in-training Justin Kauflin about life 
and music. I expected to go to IMDB and 
see that the thing was rated PG. There aren’t 
any juicy music industry stories or late-night, 
backstage footage. The doc’s trying to be 
uplifting and that’s all. The rating is a gigantic 
joke, and far from the first time the MPAA 
has embarrassed itself I rarely comment on 
this, but seriously For {bleep’s} sake. 

OK. This is a sweet movie. I don’t want to 
say negative things about it. As many people 
don’t like jazz even though it’s good— full 
disclosure: Pve long been a fan and was in 
jazz band in high school— I somewhat like 
this movie even though it isn’t good. Terry 
says that old-timers wouldn’t help young 
musicians when he was a kid, so he promised 
to be different when he was older, and he’s 
obviously a guy who stands by his word. 

Director/co-writer Alan Hicks doesn’t 
offer complex insight into his subject as a 
person at all; much time is spent with Quincy 
Jones, Christian McBride and others talking 
about how great Terry is as an artist and hu- 
man. There’s not enough of the past, and the 
now gets repetitive. Where scenes of Roger 
Ebert battling in the hospital lent weight to 
“Life Itself,” “Keep On Keepin’ On” is out of

balance in the storytelling department and 
lacks perspective on Terry suffering problems 
as a result of 60 -some years of diabetes. 

The film also is shameless in its efforts to 
inspire when it clearly didn’t need to try so 
hard. There are many challenges but little 
conflict. A recent Reader article about a 
veteran Chicago jazz man who also lost his 
eyesight was far more thorough than this 
gentle pat on the back. 

What’s most memorable, outside of the 
optimism Terry and Kauflin (whose ringtone 
is “Don’t Worry, Be Happy”) share in the face 
of adversity, is some of the trumpet player’s 
one-liners. “He was thin enough to ride a 
rooster,” Terry says of Jones, Terry’s first 
student. “He was so thin, if he’d have turned 
sideways they’d have marked him absent,” 
he says of Miles Davis, who also idolized 
Terry But the best might be this: “If at first 
you don’t succeed, keep on sucking until you 
suck-a-ceed.”

Downey drops hero 
mask in The Judge’

There are worse descriptions, as actor type- 
casting goes, than “wisecracking superhero.” 

Then again, if you’re Robert Downey Jr. 
and colorful descriptions are what you trade 
in, it could start to feel a little bit limiting. 

What barely six years ago was talk of “Can 
Downey really pull off a superhero?” has slow- 
ly changed into “How much longer is Downey 
going to keep doing this superhero thing?” 
Four times out as Iron Man (with “The Aveng- 
ers: Age of Ultron,” on the way in May) and a 
couple of superhero-like Sherlock Holmes 
pictures, and that can start to happen. 

So an actor who’s morphed from wunder- 
kind to cautionary tale to comeback story 
to (in some minds) a cliche is seeking a new 
phase, something less describable, though 
that doesn’t mean Downey won’t try 

“The first [Iron Man] was heart, heart, 
heart,” he said. “Now the Tony Stark persona 
is eating itself It hasn’t gotten away from me. 
But I realize I’m on the wheel.” 

The actor has a don’t-call-it-a-plan plan, an 


idea for another act. Step one in that process 
is “The Judge”. The first movie to come from 
Team Downey— both a state of mind and a 
production company he founded with his 
wife Susan four years ago— “The Judge” is a 
throwback courtroom and family melodrama 
that tries to have it both ways, in a good way 

As an old-school piece, “The Judge” stands 
in sharp contrast to the slick entertainment 
of modern Hollywood, and you can imagine 
someone who wants to get a away from that 
kind of moviemaking while at the same time 
not descending into preciousness choosing 
exactly this kind of Zeitgeist denial. Downey 
calls “The Judge” “a really nice, long intermis- 
sion between outright capitalism.” 

So can he do it? Can Downey play someone 
different from who he’s been, when his pri- 
vate skills and public personality are so bound 
up with one another, when his Downey-ness 
is so embedded in our culture? 

“He has a unique vision and I think we’ve 
only scratched the surface of it,” Susan 
Downey said of her husband.

Other ii&t4iresting additions include a 
lo^tly IriK n'kw with Buddy Guy and insight 
liit-D tlie CJikago punk scene of the ’80s. The 
concept ofWrigleyville as a gathering place 
for punk rockers instead of bros in North 
Face jackets is a real mind trip. 

While I recommend “Sonic Highways” 
for anyone making music in this city and for 
recent transplants, Chicago’s episode isn’t a 
revelatory experience. Other installments 
(RedEye got access to Episode 2 of the series, 
which travels to DC.) are informative, but 
purely from an anecdotal standpoint. Another 
tiny gripe: “Highways” had a golden opportu- 
nity to at least mention the powerful his- 
tory of Chicago dance music. Look, I’m not 
expecting Dave Grohl to wax poetic about 
Frankie Knuckles or anything, but come on! 

“Sonic Highways” is a solid effort, but I 
long for a day when the story of Chicago mu- 
sic is told by someone other than a white guy 
saying, “The blues is important to Chicago. 
We love the blues! Chess Records! It helped 
us learn to rock! Now, here’s Cheap Trick!”
